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General statemmnt. There were no substantial changes in the order of battle 
situstion of Soviet Ground Torces in Gerany during the rertod of observation. 
It appears that the figiter division previously at Pinow has Icft the Tussian 
20ne. There aic also indications that the tvo fighter Civisions at Grossen- 
hain and Alt Loennewitz have been transferred. 


Sovict Ground Porces. A laryc~scale field exercise involving conronm nis of 
all divisions of the Second Guards Mechanized Army appears to have becn con- 
ducted in the Jeuruppin area between & and 13 October. 


Between 16 and 20 October, motor convoys of the 25th Tank Division, the Ninth 
Guards “otorized Division and heacquarters units of the Third Shock Army were 
observed in the arca of Neustadt on the Dosse River. These movenents may 
have been commected with field exercises in that area. 


Between 10 and 15 Gotobors troops with billicting equipment and heavy weapons 
began returning to thelr hone stations fron their troop training rounds. 

It is nossible that sone units may be conducting field exercises on their 
way to their osts. 


The larpe-seale field exercises wich were oripinally scheculed on the Tlbe 
in tue tleuhalcensleben-Rosslaa anc Tloyersworda areas were cancelled on stiort 
notice at the time of the ceparture of these units for thelr hone stations. 
residents of these areas were officially informed that the manceuvres hac been 
cancelled. A signal-comawunicctions center witch was being ect un in Sure, 
probably; as a comtianl nost for the manoeuvres planned Sor Llotesling Ileath, 

was removed. Tris removal iniicaies that tho 1a: fe~ceale nenocuvres in the 
Neulolcensleben-Nosslau areca have probably been cancelled. 


Soviet Air Forees. Tho trancrer of the Cround Attack Tectents at Soar ten 
and Schocrmalde to Stendal and Dessau POO DS DUE YC Ey has been cont ried by 


several sources. 
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7. The transfer of ono fi¢hter regirent from Neuruppin and two fighter regiments 
from Tinow to an undetermined location outside the Russian Zone of Germany 
has been verified by reports of rail movements toward Brest-Litovsk. 


$8. There are also indications that the two firhter divisions with headquarters 
at Grossenhain and Alt Loennewitz have been transferred, It has not been 
determined that they left the Russian Zone of Germany, This is based on 
information that the fighter rerinent in Dessau definitely left that place 
on 3 Cetober and has not been observed at any othcr ficld in the Russian Zone. 
Tyo trains carrying air force shipments loft Alt Loemnowitz for Fran'furt/Oder 
and Anccrmuende respectively. ‘The departure of aircraft and USSR-bound Russian 
dependerits from Grosserhain has been reported twice. 
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
